This 
is 67 times the amount paid 
by any other business estab- 
lishment within the city. For 
the last two and one half years 
the city has collected the trash

uring trash is of such a nature 
that it does not require haul- 
ing to New Brockton inasmuch 
as it is not garbage and can be 
used to fill. They further st- 
ated, “we are more than willing 
to cooperate with the city in 
anyway we can, but we feel 
this. assessment is  exsor- 
batant.” “An assessment ofbe- 
tween $50.00 to $75.00 per mon- 
th would be acceptable. “We 
also believe the people of this 
area should be fully informed 
of all aspects of this problem 
instead of just. the viewpoint 
expressed in the article cont- 
ained in the December 17, 1972 
edition of the Elba Clipper.”

Financing Of 
Federal Debt 


SENATOR JIM ALLEN 


Just before its final adjourn- 
ment, the 92nd Congress, atthe 
urging of the President, raised 
the national debt limit to $465 
billion. My vote was against 
such action as it has always 
been on similar legislation. 

The interest. cost on the 
public debt is more than $21 
billion this year. This amounts 
to about $60 million a day, or 
$41 thousand a minute. If 
the national debt was apport- 
ioned equally to every man, 
woman and child in the coun- 
try, each of us would owe al- 
most $2 thousand. 

I am frequently asked, to 
whom does the Federal goy- 
ernment owe this vast debt. 
Who has bought the bonds and 
other securities on which Un- 
cle Sam is able to borrow up 
to $465 billion? 

Private citizens, have dou- 
bled their holdings of savings 
bonds to about $66 billion since 
World War Il, but their per- 
centage of total holding of goy- 
ernment bonds has been re- 
duced from almost 18 percent 
in 1950 to about 8 percent in 
1970. Creation of Federal trust 
funds has helped take up the 
slack in financing the national 
debt. Major Federal trust funds 
include health insurance, unem- 
ployment, railroad employees 
retirement, Federal employees 
retirement, veterans life ins- 
urance,the highway trust fund 
and social security. These are 
not government-owned funds 
and they must be administered 
by the government in a trus- 
tee capacity for specified pro- 
grams. 

Annual payments into these 
funds are greater than annual 
benefits paid out, creating a 
reserve Of many billions of 
dollars. More than $112 bil- 
lion of these reserve funds are 
borrowed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment for use in paying its 
general obligations, and they 
represent the largest single 
holding of Federal securities 
Added to the $70 billion of 
Federal securities held by Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks, they rep- 
resent 40 percent of the total 
national debt. 

Other large holders of the 
Federal debt include commer- 
cial and mutual savings banks, 
insurance companies and busi- 
nesses, with about $76 billion. 
Many state and local govern- 
ments have surplus funds or 
hold unused Federal grants and 
loans, and these governments 
have invested an astounding $23 
billion in Federal bonds and 
securities 

Foreign nations and indi- 
viduals hold more than $55 
billion of the United States na- 
tional debt

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Court System Needs Changes 


CONGRESSMAN BILL DICKINSON 


“Sex Ban In Bars Upheld” 
is the headline of a recent news 
article that says states have 
broad powers to prevent bars 
and night clubs from mixing 
drinks with sexy “live enter- 
tainment.” 

By a 6-3 vote the Supreme 
Court has’ upheld California 
regulations prohibiting liquor 
licensees from staging enter- 
tainment ranging from topless 
and bottomless waitresses and 
dancers to “gross sexuality” 
involving customers and per- 
formers, 

I believe the Supreme Court 
in this decision has takena bold 
step in placing a clampdown on 
peddlers of obscenity; while 
also giving more rights back 
to the states tea 

It is interesting to note that 
this most recent Supreme Court 
ruling came from President 
Nixon's appointees. Justice 
William Rehnquist was joined in 
his majority opinion by the three 
other appointees of the Presi- 
dent, Chief Justice Warren Bur- 
ger and Justices Harry Black- 
mun and Lewis Powell, Jr 
Justice Byron White, who some- 
times votes with the Nixon ap- 
poirtees, again sided with the 
cOL<ervatives. The other ma- 
jority vote came from Justice 
Potter Stewart 

I am hopeful that this most 
recent ruling by the Supreme 
Court is indicative of a conser- 
valive trend by the Court. In an 
earlier column this year I also 
expressed a similar sentiment 
in regards to recent rulings by 
the Supreme Court to weaken 
the criminal forces in our so- 
clety 

One exception was the ruling 
on the death penalty. However, it 
was the four Nixon appointees 


who wanted to keep the death 
penalty but were overruled with 
Justice White casting the decid- 
ing vote. But, in several ear- 
lier 5-4 rulings the Supreme 
Court strengthened the power of 
the courts and law enforcement 
officials. White voted with the 
conservatives in these rulings. 

Whether the Supreme Court is 
voting on an obscenity case or 
on matters affecting criminal 
prosecution, or whatever, it all 
boils down to this -- with one 
more conservative on the Court 
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REY. EDWIN R. SELLS.

“I'll 
five you a new pair”, he said, 
and put on the old man the 
Sturdiest shoes he had in the 
shop before sending him on 
his way. 

He waited through the aft- 
ernoon and the only happen- 
ing was that an old woman 
under a heavy load of coalk 
came in, She was weary, and 
out of compassion Conrad br- 
ought her in and gave her some 
of the food he had prepared 
for the Christ Child. She ate 
with eagerness because she was 
very hungry and tired. When 
she had refreshed herself, she 
made on her way. 

Then as darkness was com- 
ing over the village, there came 
into his shop a little lost child 
crying bitterly. Conrad was 
annoyed because it was neces- 
sary to leave his shop in order 
to take the child home for she 
lived on the opposite side of 
town. 

When Conrad returned to 
his shop, he was convinced that 
he had missed the Lord while 
he was out of the shop. Sadly 
he lived through the moments 
as he had imagined them; the 
knock on the door, the call, 
face, the offered 
cup. He would have kigsed 
the hands where the nails ‘had 
been; he would have washed 
His feet. They would have sat 
together and broken bread. 

Conrad cried, “Why is it, 
Lord, that you have not come? 
Have you forgotten that this 
was your day?” Then, soft in 
the silence, a voice was heard: 

Life up your heart for 1 

keep my word. 

Three times I came to your 

friendly door; 

Three times my shadow was 

on your floor, 

I was the beggar with 

bruised feet; 

I was the woman you gave 

to eat; 

I was the child on the 

homeless street.

earlier than the Keystone, and 
the Keystone ripens about 10 
days ahead of the Loring. The 
Redskin is the latest maturing 
variety which is very similiar 
in its ripening time to the El- 
berta 

December and the first half 
of January are excellent times 
to plant peachtrees. Make holes 
wide enough and deep enough 
to avoid crowding of roots 
Set the peach tree about an 
inch deeper than it stood in 
the nursery row. We have

SOIL FERTILITY 

Jim Rhoades, who does some 
farming inthe Perry Store com 
munity, asked about how cal- 
cium in the soil and pH are 
related. For example, some- 
times a Coffee County farmer 
will get a soil report back 
from the lab showing he has 
high calcium and low pH. On 
the other hand, he might geta 
report showing low calcium and 
high pH 

Dr, Walter Sowell explains 
it this way: Sandy soil can hold 
only small amounts of plant 
nutrients such as calcium and 
potassium. A heavier soil can 
hold much larger amounts of 
these plant nutrients. Conse- 
quently, a very sandy soil is 
not able to hold enough cal- 
cium to give a high test even 
though the soil pH is high. On 
the other hand, a heavier soil 
can hold large amounts of cal- 
cium even though the soil pH 
may be low. 
COUNTY EXTENSION COUN- 
CIL

John Richburg, the soil con- 
servationist, and I were talking 
recently about the further de - 
velopment of Coffee County. We 
both agree that we have thou- 
sands and thousands of acres 
of land that are not returning 
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anything to the owners ror 
example, many of these acres 
are not growing timber and 
are not growing grass. They 
are just in between acres. This 
is one thing we want to work on 
in 1973 

It appears to me that we 
can grow a lot of grass and 
cattle, and we are missing a 
tremendous opportunity by not 
using the land that we have 
Considering the advantages that 
we have in growing grass, it 
seems a shame to see land 
lying idle, 


COST SHARING 

The ASCS office at New 
Brockton puts money into var 
ious agricultural practices 
which are approved by the 
county ASCS committee. Un- 
fortunately, many Coffee County 
farmers do not take advantage 
of this program. 

For example, Gordon Drew- 
ery, our county forest ranger, 
reminded a group a few nights 
ago that money is available for 
the construction of fire lanes 
Many people who cannot parti- 
cipate in the crop payments can 
certainly use some of those 
funds for establishing fire lanes 
and for other things related to 
forestry or recreation, Per- 
haps it might be good for more 
people in Coffee County to visit 
the ASCS office in New Brock- 
ton and find out programs that 
can be helpful.

Forest Fires 


To Drewery 


Fire season (October through 
May) is a time when there is 
a need for cooperation in pro- 
tecting forestlands. The Ala- 
bama Forestry Commission has 
two méthods of wildfire detec-” 
tion--a tower located in every 
county and airplanes that fly 
a fire-detection pattern over 
several counties. 

Every time a smoke of un- 
known origin appears on the 
horizon, one of the Forestry 
Commission's detection faci- 
lities pinpoints the fire accor- 
ding to location. Fortunately, 
in most cases, these smokes 
turn out to be controlled burns. 
However, the Forestry Com- 
mission cannot afford to take 
chances, so truck, tractor and 
fireplow units are sent to in- 
vestigate each unidentified fire 
to determine if it is under con- 
trol or a wildfire, said Ranger 
Drewery. 

The cost of operating a 
truck-and-tractor unit is about 
sixteen cents per mile. One 
readily sees how false alarms 
increase the local forestry u- 
nit’s operational expenses. 
Many trips could be eliminated 
if landowners would notify Ran- 
ger Drewery at Elba, Alabama, 
Tel. 897-6620 - 897-5083 be- 
fore they begin burning and 
indicate when and where the 
burn will take place. 

The construction of fire- 
breaks is a great help in main- 
taining fire control. A Man- 
agement Forester is provided 
to help the landowner decide 
the best place for firebreaks-- 
taking advantage of all natural 
barriers, if this help is re- 
quested. The request should be 
made to Ranger. Gordon Drew- 
ery at Coffee County office. 


VA Home Loans 
Increase 12 
percent 


GA home loans during July, 
August, and September increa- 
sed 12 percent over last year’s 
level, extending a trend which 
began in late 1971, the Veterans 
Administration reported today. 

Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs Denald E. Johnson poin- 
ted out, however,.that gains 
for the fiscal year which ended 
in June were “much more im- 
pressive.” He noted that 
359,000 loans were approved, an 
81 percent jump over the pre- 
vious year, and the most in 
15 years. 

The 12 percent first quar- 
ter increase represents 93,500 
loans, compared to 83,100 loans 
the same quarter last year. 
Johnson said. 

Applications for loans and 
appraisal requests both increa- 
sed about 5 percent over the 
quarter a vear ago, with appli- 
cations totaling 107.400 com- 
pared to 102.100 a vear ear- 
lier. Appraisal requests rea- 
ched 163,100. up from 155.500

Heart Association & 


Sets Goal 


A goal of $550,000 has been 
set for the 1973 fund drive of 
the Alabama Heart Association 
to reduce deaths from heart 
and blood vessel diseases. Ac- 
cording to Harmon R. Berger, 
Birmingham, Heart Fund Cam 
paign Chairman, these diseases 
kill more people each year in 
America than all other causes 
combined, 

Citing the epidemic scale of 
the problem, the chairman said, 
“Heart and blood vessel dis 
eases afflict one out of every 
eight Americans and will claim 
more than a million lives this 
year, 53 percent of all deaths 
in the U.S.” 

The Heart Fund drive will 
be conducted during February 
which has been designated Heart 
Month by an Act of Congress 
Theme ofthe 1973 campaign will 
be, “Beat the Big One -- Heart 
Attack,” The nation's number- 
one killer, heart attack, will 
claim an estimated 675,000 
lives this year. 

During Heart Month thou- 
sands of volunteers in Alabama 
will join an army of more than 
two million throughout the na- 
tion. Their jdb will be to dis- 
tribute heart-saving informa- 
tion among friends and neigh- 
bors and collect funds for edu- 
cational programs to prevent 
heart attack. The gifts will 
also be used to help translate 
research findings into pro- 
grams of better patient care, 

“Since 1950 there has been 
a decline of about 21 percent 
in the death rate from heart 
and blood vessel diseases for 
persons below the age of 65,” 
the campaign chairman repor- 
ted. “But despite achievements 
in. combating the nation’s 
number-one health problem, 
greater effort is essential to 
reduce the death and disability 
which result from heart and 
blood vessel diseases. 

“This is the purpose of our 
Heart Fund Campaign and the 
mission of the Heart Fund vol- 
unteer who will call during 
Heart Month,” the campaign 
chairman said, 

Mr. Berger will be assisted 
in the Heart Fund Drive by J. 
Carl Parkman, Montgomery,St- 
ate Co-Chairman. 


Guns and Children 


While preparing for a hunting 
trip, Hodges left his louded rifle 
propped against the wall in the 
living room. His [l-year-old son 
curried the gun outside, showed 
it to a friend, and accidentally 
fired a bullet into the other boy's 
leg, 

In short order, Hodges found 
himself facing a sizeable damage 
suit, At the trial, he protested 
that he had never given his son 
permission to handle the rifle 


But the court held him liable 
anyhow, The court said he was 
guilty of neplipence toy leasing a 
dangerous weapon so easily ac. 
cessible to a youngster, 

Today, more than half of the 
nation’s households haye guns, 
Consequently, the chances of 
parental liability are at an all- 
time high, The law lays a heavy 
responsibility on adults to keep 
firearms out of immature hands, 

In fact, many courts have been 
just as strict about BB guns, 
partly because they too can in- 
flict injury and partly because 
they may be restricted by a local 
ordinance, 

However, the less the danger 
the less the responsibility. On 
this ground, an injury caused by 
a child’s toy bow and arrow was 
held not attributable to his par- 
ents, And in another case, parents 
were held not liable for their son’s 
carelessness with a sling shot—a 
common plaything in the neigh- 
borhood, 

OF course, almost any object 
can be used in a dangerous way 
if a child is so inclined, For 
example: 

An 11-year-old boy picked up 
an old golf club which his father 
had left lying on the grass in their 
back yard, The boy swung at a 
pebble, but instead struck a play- 
mate in the jaw, 

Clearly, the club had been 
turned into a dangerous weapon 
on this particular occasion. But a 
court ruled that the father could 
not be blamed, since a golf club 
would not ordinarily fit that rule. 

It was the kind of misuse, said 
the court, that the father could 
not fairly be expected to foresee,

By the same token, when vet- 
erans return to classes in the 
Fall, they will have a cheek in 
hand to help them when the 
money need is greatest -- for 
tuition, books and supplies 

All this has been made pos- 
sible under a new law signed 
by the President on October 24 
that not only increased the mon- 
thly training checks, but also 
permits the Veterans Admini- 
Stration to issue subsistence 
checks at the beginning rather 
than at the end of the month’s 
training 

Under the new legislation 
(PL 92-540), VA is now al- 
lowed to issue the first sub- 
Sistence check as soon as it 
receives from schools and col- 
leges the veteran’s certificate 
of enrollment, rather than wait- 
ing a month or more after he 
Starts classes. 

Checks received in Novem- 
ber included both the Novem- 
ber advance and the October 
payment which was due at the 
end of the month under the 
old system. They also inclu- 
ded the new money increase 
under the same law, retro- 
active to September 1, if they 
were enrolled in any portion of 
that month, it was pointed out.
